Conpuct or a UNI- 
TED STATES DETECTIVE,—The Spirit 
of the South, a Republican paper pub- 
lished im Rockingham, Richmond 
county, deals rather sharply with our 
U. S. Detective Berry, whose head- 
quarters are in this city, for misconduct 
inthat county. ‘The; Detective discov- 
ered some illicit distillers and tobacco 
peddlers in that county who defied his 
authority. Hereturned to Raleigh and 
secured an armed escort of Federal sol- 
dicrs, and with these proceeded io cap- 
ture allthe parties thus engaged, to- 
eether with the whisky and tobacco’ 
Phe Spirit of the South, while sustaining 
the officer in the discharge of his duty, 
thus speaks of the conduct of some oj 
the soldiers cn the trip. Says that 
paper. 

“We have been informed that the 
soldiers under the command of Detective 
Berry got drunk and behaved them- 
selves very badly at Laurel Hill in this 
county, Which place it seems they also 
visited, it being near Laurinburg. Our 
informant says that they amused them- 
selves by firing off their guns and pistols, 
and cursed and abused several citizens. 
Their conduct ought to be looked into, 
and if they acted in the manner that 
we are informed they did, they deserve 
to be punished, and we should be glad 
to hear that it was done. The people 
havearight to ask that soldiers sent 
umope them be made to conduct them- 
selves properiy, and we respecttully re- 
quest Supervisor Perry to lock into this 
matter.” 

Reierring to this affair, the #ra of this 
cily says: 

“Myr. Detective Berry may be a very 
energetic officer, but the above shows 
him to bave been totall7 unfit to lead 
aad govern an expedition of the chauar- 
acter of that he lately couducted 
through Robeson and Richmond conn- 
tics. He not only appears to bave 
failed to suppress the insurbordination 
of the men of his expedition, but his 
couducr, at the Outset, is reported to 
have been such as would naturally lead 
to what the Spirit ofthe South details 
as occurring at Laurinburg.

ports that Mr. Berry baited for the 
night, and on jeaving in the morning 
attempted to evade payment of the 
trifling sum of five doliars for supplies

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AN IMPORTANT COMMUNICATION FROM 
TREASURER JENKINS.—The subjoined 
communication to the public from 
Treasurer Jenkins will be found of in- 
terest to many persons throughout the 
State: 

STATE OF NortTH CAROLINA, 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
Raleigh, April 16th, 1878. 

The following opinion is published 
in reply to such persons as have asked 
my construction of the law in respect to 


| the taxation of stocks, bouds, solvent 


credits, money, &c., and for the infor- 
mation of corporations and stockhold- 
ers therein, and all others interested : 

Section 1, Class 1, of the “Act to 
raise revenue,” ratified the 3rd day of 
March, 1873, provides that * there shall 
be an ad valorem tax of twenty cents for 
the general fund on every one hundred 
dollars value of real and personal pro- 
perty in the State, subject to exemptions 
made by law, including moneys, credits, 
bonds, stocks, etc.” 

The subjects mentioned in section 1 
are also taxable under sections 2, 3 and 
4, imposing taxes for special purposes. 

In my opinion the stocks in banks, 
whether National Banks, or Banking 
Institutions established under the laws 
of this State, and in all other corpora 
tions or associations of the nature of 
joint stock companies, are taxable. 

This construction of the law, so far 
as it affects National Bank stock espe- 
cially, is consistent with the following 
provision of the Act of Congress, ap 
proved June 3rd, 1864 : 

“ Provided, That nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to prevent all the 
shares in any of the said Associas 
tions, held by any person or bodv cor- 
porate, from being included in the val- 
uation of the personal property of such 
person or Corporation in the assessment 
of taxes imposed by or under State au- 
thority at the place where such bank is 
located, and not elsewhere, but not ata 
greater rate than is assessed upon other 
moneyed capital in the hands of indi- 
vidual citizens, of such Srate. Provi- 
ded further, Yiiat the tax so imposed 
under the laws of any State upon the 
shares of any of the associations author- 
ized by this Act, shall not exceed the 
rate imposed upon the shares in any of 
the banks organized under authority of 
the State where such association is los 
eated. Provided also, That nothing in 
this Act shall exempt the real estate of 
associations from either State, county 
or municipal taxes to the same extent, 
according to its value, as other real 
estate is taxed.” 

Also with the following Act aps 
proved February 10, 1868: 

“An Actin relation to taxing shares 
in National Barks.” 

De it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States o7 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
words “place where the Bank is located, 
and not elsewhere,” in section forty-one 
of the “Act to provide a national cur- 
rency,”’ approved June third, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, shall be con- 
strued and heid to mean, the State with-, 
in Which the Bank is located; and the 
Legislature of each State may deter- 
mine and direct the manner and place 
of taxing all the shares of JNational 
Banks located within said State, sub- 
ject to the restriction that the taxation 
shall not be at a greater rate than is 
asséssed upon any other moneyed 
capital in the hands of individual citi- 
zens of such State: And provided al- 
ways, Phat the shares of any National 
Bank owned by non residents of any 
State, shall be taxed Ip the city or town 
where said bank is located, and not 
elsewhere.” 

Section seven of “An act to provide for 
the collection of taxes by the State and 
the several countics of the State on 
property, polls and income,” ratified 
28th of February, 1873, is as follows: 

“All other personal property what- 
ever, including moneys, credits, invest- 
ments in bonds, stocks, joint stock com- 
panies or otherwise, and all taxable 
polls, and all other subjects lable to 
taxation, cXcept such franchise and 
personal property a3 are berein specially 
provided tor, shall be given in in the 
township in which the person. so 
charged resides on the first day of 
April. Theresidence of a corporation, 
partnership cr joint stock association, 
for the purpose of this act, shail be 
deemed to be In the towexsbip in which 
its principal office or place of business is 
situated : if, however the corporation, 
partnership, or association, have sepa- 
rate places of business in more than one 
township,it shall be given in in each, the 
property or cilects therein, but any body 
of lands belonging to. persons or a Cor- 
poration, paitnership or association, 
and divided by township lines, shal. be 
viven in in that township in which the 
larger part thereot is situated.” 

The language cf this section is expli- 
cit as to the place where the subjects 
specified are to be listed for taxation, 

The law imposing the taxes on mon- 
eys, credits, bonds, stocks, &c., is in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
State Constitution, and the State Treas- 
urer, a mtiristerial officer, must Carry into 
effect the previsions of the law. 

Money on hand or on deposit in any 
bark in or out of the State, iacluding 
therein all funds invested within thirty 
days before the Ist of April in any non- 
tuxDaylng property with the intent to 
evade the peyment of any tuxes, must 
be listed and the taxes paid. 

The taxpayer must likewise list the 
amount oF solvent credits owing to him 
(whether in or out of the State) by 
bond, note, bill ef exchange, open ac- 
count, or due and payable, or by any 
Government except bonds of this State 
or of the United States, &e., subject to 
deductions in sub division 5th, sec. 9, of 
the **Machinery Act.” 

Bonds issued by any government or 
corporation, except those of this State 
or of the United States, must be listed 
at their market value 

The foregoing conclusions are reached 
after a careful consideration of the Acts 
of the General Assembly in relation to 
Revenue, and I am persuaded that they 
are entirely Consistent with the princi- 
ples of the law as Sased upon the con- 
stitutional provision on the subject.

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MEETING OF THE STATE BoARD OF 
EDUCATION IN THE EXECUTIVE OFFICE 
APRIL 16TH.—Pursuant to Section 9, 
Article 1X, ot the Constitution of North 


Carolina. which provides that “the 
Board of Education shall have full 
power to legislate and make all needtul 
rules and regulations in relation to free 
public schools, and the educational fund 
of the State,” the Board of Education 
met April 16th, present : His Excelleny, 
Tod R. Caldwell, Governor, D. A. Jen- 
kins, Treasurer, W. H. Howerton, Sec- 
retary of State, John Reilly, Auditor, 
aud Alexander Mclver, Superintendent 
Public Instruction, and unanimously 
adopted the following rules and regula- 
tions in relation to public schools : 

1. The school districts of the several 
counties shall be JIaid off as nearly 
equal in form, as the situation of the 
several localities will permit. Nataral 
boundaries, ag. mountains, Jarge water 
courses, swamps, and unoccupied lands, 
shall be adopted as the boundaries of 
adjacent school districts. The conve- 
nience of each neighborhood must be 
consulted. 

2. Hach school district shall contain 
an area equal to a square of from four 
to seven miles square, and the school 
house shall be as near the centre of the 
sciool population of the district as may 
be practicable. 

do. It shall be the duty of Scheol 
Committees to lay off school districts 
within their respective townships, in 
accordance with the foregoing regula- 
tions, aud sections 19 and 20 of the 
school law, ou or before the second Sat- 
urday in June, 1873, and record the 
boundaries and designation of each dis- 
trict in the book of School Records of 
the townsbip and report the same to 
the Register of Deeds. Ifa school dis- 
tiict is to be Jaid off so that it will lie 
in two or more townships, the School 
Committee of the severai townships in- 
terested shall agree upon the boundary; 
or if they fail to agree, they shall report 
the facts to the County Board of Edu- 
cation, and the latter shall establish 
the district. 

The eiectors of the several School 
Districts shall. on the fourth Saturday in 
June in each year, elect three residents 
of the district to be styled “District 
Trustees,” whose term of office shall be- 
gin on the first day of July following 
and continue one year and until others 
ure Chosen, The white electors 
shall — elect “District Trustees” 
for the school tor white children, and 
the colored electors shall elect “District 
Trustces” Jor the school for colored 
children. The election shall be held at 
such place in the District us the School 
Committee of the township may 
designate, and the three persons having 
the highest number ot votes shall be 
declared elected. The School Cum- 
mittee of the township in which the 
district lies shall give notice ip writing 
At three or more public places in each 
district of the election at least ten days 
beture the same, and sha!l appoint two 
suitable residents of the district to 
conduct the election. The said con- 
ductors of the election shail give to the 
Schooi Cummittee certificate in 
writing of the number of votes received 
by each person, and the School Commit 
tee shall declare the three persons 
receiving the highest nu.aber of votes 
tor “District Trustees” for the District. 
Provided, Vhat whenever the District 
tuils to makean election, the School 
Committee of the Township. shall ap- 
point suitable persons “Distreit Trus- 
tees,” and shall fii] all vacances that may 
occur from any Cause, 

It shall be the duty of the 
trict Trustees” to have supervision of 
the school, school house and school 
yroperty of the district for which they 
are elected,to obtain funds by voluntary 
subscription to pay half the cost of the 
building, repairing and — furnishing 
school houses, to determine the time at 
which the public school shall be tau. bt, 
recommend a teacher who wiil be ac- 
ceptable to the people of the District, 
and  abtain by voluntarily  sub- 
scription such assistance ag will supple- 
ment the public school fund so that the 
two combined will pay the wages of the 
teacher for such time as the people of 
the district may desire to continue the 
public school each year, and report to 
the School Committee the school cen-us 
of the district, 

6. The School Committee shall in po 
ease, give an order on the County 
Treasurer payment of a teacher's 
wages for more than seventy-five Cents 
month for each pupil to a teacher ofa 
third grade school, nor more than a 
aollar a month for each pupil to a 
teacher of a second grade school, nor 
more than a dollar and twenty-five cents 
a month for each pupil to a teacher of 
a first grade school, counting the num- 
ber of pupils, in every case, by their 
average ultendance.

Ciry Water Works.—We cheer- 
fully give space to the following com- 
munication upon the necessity and 
practicability of having City Water 
Works. It is from the pen of one who 


knows whereof he speaks : 

Messrs. Ep1Tors :—The water ques- 
tion is one in which all our citizens are 
much interested. I observed in your 
paper of the 28th of March, that the 
water question was again agitated. Let 
the cry go forth and the alarm be 
sounded until we have water. Yeu 
also mention the complete water works 
of our worthy and enterprising citizen, 
Col. R. 8S. Tucker, which reflect great 
credit on him for the way and manner 
he has constructed them about his 
premises to the great comfort of his 
family, besides protection from fire. I 
observe also that you call attention to 
the stream owned by Col. Tucker as a 
| suitable place to obtain water to supply 
the city. I have often examined this 
stream with a view to the same pur- 
pose, but have doubted that there 
would be a sufficient quantity to sup- 
ply the city. There might be enough 
for the fire department, unfess we 
should have one of those terrible con- 
flagrations which have visited many of 
our Cities within the last year—and 
then it would not do, and besides the 
citizens would require large quantities 
of water for other purposes. Another 
expense attending the raising of 
the water from Col. Tucker’s location, 
would be the cost of a steam engine 2234 
pumping machinery, and constant at- 
tendance with engineer and other ex- 
penses. So much for Col. Tucker’s loca- 
tion. 

1 will now call your attentign to an- 
nother location, which affords much 
more water and is located sufliciently 
high, in my opinion, to flow over the 
top of the Capitol without the use of 
engine or pump, which would be of 
great saving to ‘the Water Company. 
The location above referred to is Camp 
Mangum spring, situated about three 
miles west of the city, together with 
another stream a few hundred yards 
below, which combined, would supply 
the city years to come. Taking the 
grade of the North Carolina Railroad at 
seventy feet to the mile, upto a right 
angle with the spring, and we have 210 
fect above the station at this city. De- 
duct 100 feet for a difference «f eleva- 
tion of spr.ng and station, and we have 
110 feet which will throw water over 
the top of the capitol. At any rate we 
will have water over every part or the 
city, which can be used for fires in all 
the lower parts without £n engine, and 
every merchant on our principal streets 
could have it on every floor of their 
houses, and with about 50 feet of hose 
could resist most any ordinary fire. The 
resevoir could be construtted at the 
stream witb small cost, to bold several 
millions of gations of water ready for 
any emergency. It is also very pure 
water aud will answer very well for 
drinking purposes. 

Now, then, Mr. Editor, the city is 
allowed to borrow fifteen thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose of cligging reservoirs 
in the ground, which would be of very 
little use in case of a large fire, as any 
ove of our fire engines would use all the 
water in a few minutes. It seems to 
me that if the city, instead of throwing 
away that amount, would subscribe it 
tu a Joint Stock Company, with a 
capital stock of seveniy-tive thousand 
dollars, to be increased to any amount 
required, it would be tar better, as 
the object would then be accomplished. 
It 1s my opinion that the water could 
be brought from the point suggested to 
the west gate of the Capitol Square for 
about fifty thousand dollars or less. 
Now then, Mr. Editor, cannot men of 
capital be induced to take bold of this 
thing and bring the water to the city. 
It seems to me that it would pay.

Second. That the North Carolina 
Rail Road bad full power to alter the 
gauge, and in express terms gave that 
power to the lessees—the Richmond & 
Danville Rail Road. 


State that it should be done. 

The grounds of the plaintiff are, that 
the lease is ulira vires—that it was 
beyond the power of the North Carolina 
Road to make _ the _ lease; but 
that if the North Carolina Road had 
the right to make the lease 
lessees had no power to change the 
gauye of the Road. 

Argued for the plaintiff by T. L. 
Hargrove, Attorney General, W. 
N.H.Smitb, and J. B. Batchelor, and 


Judge Marshal, of Virginia, and Strong. 

The plaintiff contends that the effect 
ol change of gauge so as to conform tu 
the gauge of Virginia and South Caro- 
lina will convert the Road into a mere 
thoroughfare ccross the State, and 
thereby greatly damage the citizens. 
And that the N. C. R. R., had no right 
to make the lease—“under the power in 
the charter to tarm out their right of 
transportation.” That the lessees have 


not the right to alter the gauge, 
ior though the Road _ originally 
could established its gauge 


differently from what it now is, yet 
having made it four teet eight and a 
half inches, and the State having char- 
tered many corporations connecting with 
it, with the gauge the same, under the 
cuse of State vs. Matthews, it amounts 
to an alteration of the charter to that 
extent, 

The plaintiff further contends that 
the change of gauge, if allowed, would 
Subvert the whole Railroad policy of 
the State—would separate Eastern and 
Western North Catolina—would make 
North Carolina merely a tributary artery 
for the benefit of other States—and 
would do incalculable and irreparable 
wrong and mischief to the whole State. 

The detendants claim that the State 
having granted general power to the 
N. C. Railroad, to construct a road be- 
tween Charlotte and Goldsboro, with- 
out restriction ws tu the gauge, any act 
passed in conflict therewith would be 
unconstitutionaf, and therefore void— 
and the Courts, where no act 
has been passed directly affecting the 
gauge of this Road, will not force a 
construction to that effect by implica- 
tion. That it will benefit the State by 
building up through trade 
between the South and Southwestern 
States, und the markets of the North— 
that all of the 150 miles of the Road 
and the country adjacent will be directly 
benefitted and developed—and that the 
increased receipts from this source will 
enable the Richmond and Danville 
Road to greatly diminish its charges for 
freight and passenger fare on the whole 
line of the Road—that no portion of 
North Carolina will be injured, as the 
proper connection of the Western part 
of the Staite is over this line, oa account 
of its shortness—that the other portions 
of the State already have communica- 
tion with the North by other lines— and 
that this was a fight between two com- 
peting lines of Roads, and not one in 
which the people of the State should be 
macle parties. 

At » ‘ate hour in the night the argu- 
ment in the case was closed by G. V. 
Strong, E:q. The Judge reserved his 
decision.

CONGRESSION AL USURPATION. 
The landmarks of Republican Gov- 


ernment, established by the foresight 
and wisdem of our ancestors, are being 
gradually obliterated. 

Under such specious titles as Civil 
Rights Bills and Enforcement Laws, 
local governments in the States have 
been overthrown and the rights of the 
people trampled with impunity in the 
dust. 
 Despotism, naked, ruthless, unrelent 
ing, stalke abroad over the land—with 
here and there a protest from scme ut- 
spoken journal,that has the honesty and 
the firmness to utter a solemn 
warning sgainst the tendency to cen- 
tralized power, which has characterized 
the action of Congress since the close 
of the war. 

The Radical party has had complete 
control of the national legisl«ti-n, and 
is therefore responsible for all the as- 
saults upon the Constitution which have 
been. made by a tyrannical Congress— 
supported and upheld by a tyrannical 
- Administration. 

Tue wind has been sown—sovoner or 
later the whirlwind must be reaped. As 
surely as effects follow causes, will evil 
to the nation in the end result from this 
departure from the fundamental princi- 
ples of our Government. The whole 
country may not feel the blow tor years. 
The affairs of the Government may 
move on smoothly. But at some time,sud. 
denly it may be and unexpectedly, the 
ship of State will strike against the 
rocks that lie concealed under the sur. 
face and be dashed into fragments. 

There is only one hope of satety and 
that is for the country to retrace its 
steps and to return, as far as the chang- 
ed condition of «affairs wiil allow, to 
those cherished prineiples which uoder- 

lie true Republican institutions, and 
without an observance of which no Re- 
public can flourish. 

The political freedom of the black 
race at the South is an accumplished 
fact, and must be accepted as such by 
all persons of all parties and sections as 
one ot the results of the late war be- 
tween the States. The rights of the 
colored race are entitled under the law 
to the same protection with those of 
the whites—but they are not entitled 
lo any better protection. But in its anx- 
iety to proiect the freedmen, the Con- 
gress of the United States was not jus- 
titied in infringing upon the immunities 
of the white citizens in any State. 


The power assumed under acis of 


Congress by Federal Jctfreys, sitting us 
Judges in the United States, Courts is 
violative of the most sacred principles 
of personal freedom aii civil lberty— 
which we have been taught to revere, 
through the precepts and 
our. forefathe:s. 


To give a strained and loose construc: 
tion to the acts of Congress for the 
punishment of the white people of the 
South, it is easy to find such creatures 
as Bond, for calling whom a scoundrel, 
the Wilmington Journal has been in- 
dicted by Cantwell for libel, and Durell, 
who has been denounced over and over 
again by the press North and South, as 
an irresponsible and corrupt man, and 
Busteed, who has a disgraceful record 
in Alatama, and other judicial politi- 
cians who have disgraced the ermine 
and bought obioguy upon the exalted 
positions which they occupy but do not 
fill. 

It was but a few days ago we gave an 
instance where a convicted negro felon, 
Lee Danlap, now in confinement in jail 
in this City tor a willful, malicious and 
unprovoked murder of a respectable 
white citizen, has been allowed, on his 
uflidavit, to bave his case tran-ferred 
from the State to the Federal Court, 
‘under the provisions of the Civil Rights 
Bill of Cungress. This, too, alter he 
has been found vuilty of murder in our 
State Courts—prusecuted by a Repubii- 
can Solicitor und sentenced to be hung 
by a Republican Judge. Dunlap in 
his affidavit that he cannot get justice 
in the Court of aay county in the State, 
alleges that he is an active Republican 
and a colored man, and thatthe de- 
eased was an active Democrat and a 
white man. 

We gave a full history of the legal 
uspects of the casein a lenethy edi- 
‘torial several days ago, which has at- 
tracted the attention of the press of 
other States. In noticing the Dunlap 
case,the New York Herald, in an article 
headed “A Death Blow Aimed at State 
Judicature,” relers to this conflict be- 
tween the State and Federal Courts, 
which,it says, if decided successfully in 
favor of the defendant will result in de- 
stroying the jurisdiction of State Courts 
in any similar case in the South. 

We notice also that the Mobile 
Register, Joho Forsythe’s paper, and 
one of the leading journals of the

Lee Duntop case as irvolving one of the 
most important questions which has yet 
arisen under the Civil Rights Bill, and 
which if established in favor of the 
murderer, strikes down the indepen- 
dence and power of the State judiciary 
und places it at the ‘eet of the Federal 
authority. | 

The present sad and prostrate condi- | 
tion of Louisiana appeals with eloquent 
voice against the encruachments of 


of Federal power inthe ftates. And 
the condition of Louisiana to-day may 


be the fate of New York to-morrow. 


The downfall of civil government in 
one State will be followed by a similar 


calamity in others. A blow at 
the rights of the humblest citizen in 
land isa blow at the rights of all. A 
government that sanctions and legalizes 
such outrages will sooner or later totter 
and fall to the ground.

There is every prospect of trouble 
this summer in New York in the matter 
of ice, says the Baltimore American. 
Not that the supply is short. It is am- 
ple. There have been but few winters 
more favorable to the ice companies; 
But these companies have concentrated 
the trade ina few hands. Five or six 
of them control it, and so have obtain - 
ed a monopoly. Under such circum 
stances no average virtue could resist 
trying to put the price up. This has 
been the tendency tor some years, and 
the Consumer’s Company was started a 
few years ago by some sharp speculators, 
who saw a “good thing” in the prevail- 
ing dissatisfaction. It was, of course, 
Opposed to the monopolists. This 
gained it favor. It became firmly es- 
tablished, and then—dropped into the 
arms of the monopoly like a ripe pear. 
As in the case ot the gas companies, the 
New Yorkers have no recourse Lut to 
pay whatever is charged them, and to 
take out their discontent in any amount 
of grumbling and helpless cries for help 
from some indefinite quarter.
